Federal Government 
Cracks Down on TAs

Federal government proposals to 
put restrictions on foreign 
teaching assistants tiavo been 
criticized by McGill Teaching 
Assistant Association negotiator 
GregCIaeys. „ - " 

New regulatioiu being weighed 
by the goveriunent probably 
would require assistantships to 
^1 advertised in. Canada. A 
fSreign graduate student could 
apply after April 30 of each year 
if no Canadian or landed im- 
migrants had accepted the 
positions. Tho rules are being 
considered by the federal 
Ministry of Employment and 
bnmigration; They will not be put 
into effect until negotiations with 
the 10 provincial govornmonts 
ore completed. Since that 
process is expected to take 
several moiiths, graduate 
students will not be affected, this 
year. 

Under ^present Tegulations, a 
foreign student wHo is offered an 
assistanship by n Canadian 
university is automatically 
awarded a work permit by tho 
immigration ministry. More than 
5,000 permits were issued in 
1077 - more than twice as many 
as three years earlier. ' 

Claoys feols that tho proposed 
regulations raise the question of 
• the . ability ' of : Càb'adiàh: iihiver- 



sities to enhance tho intellectual 
atmosphere by attracting foreign 
students. According to Claeys, 
many of the flnest students are 
foreign students, because the 
best Canadian students are 
attracted by tho prostigo of 
American schools. Ho also 
remarked that Canadian have an 
easier time getting jobs in 
Canada if they had studied in the 
States. 

Michael Oliver, president of 
Carloton University, has termed 
the proposed rules "the most 
remarkable interference with the 
way in which universities run 
themselves." 

He said the designation of 
assistantships - tradionally had 
beeA based on three criteria: 
need, merit, and how the 
assistanship "complements the 
type of rosoarch the student is 
involved hi." Rather than seeing 
the assistantship as a job, he 
said, "we've always looked at it 
as something closely related to 
academic studies." 

According to Claoys, tho most 
serious problems facing TAs at. 
McGlll are financial. After' 
striking in 1975, McGill TAs won 
'8 pay increase, plus a cost of 
living allowance (COLA). 
However, no reference to regular 
annual increases in the TA

Irregularities in the selection of 
enumerators to work during tho 
upcoming municipal elections 
may be an indication that tho 
Drapeau administration wants to 
flght the election using "old style 
Quebec ^ poUti(»."ii'àçcqnUng to 
MCM presidëlit AbelâTmôncÛk. 

"Tho MCM took thorn by 
surprise last time, but they're 
ready for us now," Lamonchik 
stated at a press conference in 
St. Henri Aiigust 30. 

On August 10, registration 
clerk Marc Beyer, who is 
responsible for the running of the 
elections slated for this Nov- 
ember, requested the St. Henri 
Central of the MCM to submit a 
list of people to work as 
enumerators. The MCM sub- 
mitted a list of 88 names. Boyer 
gave the list to Robert - Cadieux, 
vice-president of electoral 
district 45, which is in St. Henri. 
Cadieux was supposed to divide 
the list with the vice-presidents 
of electoral districts 43 and 44, 
also in St. Henri, but according to 
Michel , Prévost, MCM ^^^oor- 
.dhiator fai St. Henri, Cadieux 'said 
he misplaced tho list. Cadieux 



was not available for comment. 

Lamonchik soes the action as a 
form of "legal patronage", as 
enumerators make from $200 to 
$400. 

Prévost feels the Civic Party is 
using- the^ selection of 
enumerators to discredit., the 
other parties, as the MCM had 
assured the people they would be 
able to work during the elections. 

Lamonchik says the incident in 
St. Henri points to flaws in the 
current municipal election law*. 
Federally, the Opposition Party 
chooses half the enumerators to 
work hi any federal election. In. 
the last municipal election in 
1974, the MCM won 45 of the 
popular vote, while Mayor 
Drapeau's Civic Party won 48%. 
Although the Administration is 
not legally required to accept any 
of the people suggested by thb 
MCM, Prévost feols they are 
"morally bound to accept thorn, 
especially after asking us to 
submit a list." 

Six of the 88 people on' tho 
MCM list have been chosen to 
work as enumerators, but got the 
work by applying directly .to 
Cadieux.

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Eisen Pins 
Hopes on Union

.^i^iat's a nice biology major 
^ who loves to play pinball doing in 
the {tingle, of student politics? 
According to Students' Society 
president Gary Elsen, the man 
who fits this description, he's just 
trying to make life a little more 
pleasant for McGill students. 

Eisen. who was elected by 
student councillors last April, 
has been moving in political 
circles since his high school days 
•., when ho was "very involved in 
^T^'shident politics" and editor of the 
^ yearbboic to boot. • 

His McGill political career 
began when he decided to run for 
science senator at the end of his 
first year, a position ho won by 
acclamation. That same year he 
was selected as ono of the 
student senators to sit on 
- Council. 

As a student, councillor Eisen 
spent'most of ^his time pondering 
the problems'- of incorporation 
and the new constitution (which 
has been in effect since it was 
ratified by Senate last spring). Ho 
also sat on StudSoc's nominating 
committee, the body which 
selects students to serve on

university ' committees. Though 
students' fill only a small. per- 
centage of the seats on these 
committees, Eisen feels that "two 
students out of ton or thirteen 
members con make a big dif- 
ference if they are the right 
students." . 

Eisen was not so positive about 
the role of student senators, 
however, claiming that there was 
always a high absence rate 
among them at Senate meetings. 
The way he sees it. "student 
senators don't have any power 
because they don't show up for 
(Senate) meetings but there is 
definitely potential if they would 
show up on a regular basis." 

Eisen's yoar on Senate and 
Council served to whet his 
political appetite and last spring 
ho defeated several opponents to 
regoin his seat on Senate. He was 
also returned to Council where 
he edged out' last year^'s t^I^ 
ternal. Fred McMahon?Mor?the^ 
position of Students' Society 
president. 

StudSoc provides one of its 
executive members (the 
president and four VPs) with a 



minimum wage sununer job end 
this summer Eisen was the lucky 
recipient of this seasonal em- 
ployment. Officially the job 
entails looking after StudSoc 
affairs which for the most part 
seem to be carried out in the pub. 
Not surprisingly Eisen claims to 
have enjoyed the summer quarter 
of his term, but realizes the tough 
stuff is yet to come and he is 
planning on close cooperation 
with the StudSoc VPs to tackle 
the major issues. 

One of StudSoc's top priorities 
this year will be luring students 
into 3480 McTavish. Commented 
Eisen, "it's not a cliquish place" 
and once people start coming he 
hopes they will sign up for clubs 
and activities. Of course there is 
a financial motive to consider as 
well since StudSoc hopes to reap 
profits from the cafeteria and the 
pub so that they can dream up 
^new and imaginative ways to 
^dispense with the money.- ' 

While students are exploring 
the union building Eisen and VP 
External Ted Claxton will be 
checking out the possibilities of 
getting McGill into one of two

Students entering McGill for the 
first . time this September 
received with their letter of 
acceptance a pamphlet inviting 
them to attend a One-Day 
Orientation Program. This year, 
approximately 1,200 students 
chose to attend between August 
14th and September 1st. As in 
previous years, this is only a 
fraction of the freshman com- 
munity. Whether it is because 
students feel they do not need to 
be "oriented" orjbecau8e;they do 
not have thMme^^ihe fact 
remains that many students 
begin as they plan to continue — 
uninvolved and uninterested. 

Orientation Day does not "just 
happen." It is the result of 
concontratod effort on tho part of 
diverse sections of tho McGill 
community. Mrs. Llla WiliUs. 
Senior Advisor, is responsible for 
coordinating the program. She 
begins In January, seven months 
before It takes place. The 
groundwork is done by her and 
students are hiredLto^^ plan, 
organize and exeoSral&e^.lour. 
Students from U2 anâ'Ùi are 
chosen because they can more 
easily communicate with the 



freshmen and undorstand their 
feelings when faced with a 
university tho size of McGill. In 
recognition of the -francophone 
segment of the McGill com- 
munity, bilingual students are 
encouraged to participate. 

The role of the tour guides is 
not:^only to, plan and. follow a 
schedule, nor is it to stuff ap- 
proximately 1,200 folders. They 
also act as public relations 
agents for the University. Many 
students, whether freshly out of 
CEGEP or just arrived from 
another country, havo boon 
reassured by a casual con- 
versation in Burnsido Hall with 
, one of the tour guides. 

The students'- reaction to the 
program extends all the way 
from marked indifforence to avid 
curiosity. Some students 
passively follow their groups 
while others hlavo a thousand and 
ono questions, however, most 
agree Ahal the Orientation 
Program Is a good idea and that 
they profited by participating. 
Ono student from out-of-town 
said: "It marks a transition 
. period, and as such is very im- 
portant."- 



Oriontation Day. however, Is 
not without flaws. This year, for 
example, tho lunches were a. 
problem. The Graduates' Society 
kindly subsidized them but the 
supplier had to bo changed three 
times before a really good lunch 
was obtained.The weather was 
at times very uncooperative. 
And. of course, it was not always 
easy for the students Involved to 
obtain tho cooperation of tho 
University's faculties, societies, 
groups and clubs. Since the 
majority of the tour 
arrangements were made in 
early. August, it was. at times, 
difficult to contact people on 
summer holidays. As the 
Orientation Program necessarily 
brought together a great variety 
of services and information, it is 
. qulte^ undorslandablo and tho 
people involved should be 
congratulated on handling it so 
well. 

Orientation Day was begun in 
the 1960's nnd has since then 
evolved into a part of university 
life, an important part. Tho 
program is constantly changing;

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Stud Soc Needs 
New Direction 

The Students' Society is beginning its second full year of 
opération after being put under trusteeship for financial mis- 
management in 1975. Accordh)g,:^ta|ih^year'8 StudSoc Prez, 
Gary Bi8en,' he*s going to follow' tfie^Iead of his predecessor. 
Terry Roed, and continue the "stabilization process" begun last 
year, a process Reed fondly referred to as "setting up house." 

Early indications are that this year's Council will concentrate 
on playing house in the Union Buildbig as well. 

Eisen has indicated that one of his priorities will be the 
fostering of "total student involvement in the Union Building." In 
keeping with that goal, orienta tioh tours of the Union were 
conducted, and Activities Night has been slated for September 
20 to give students another chance to see what the building can 
offer. • 

Lots of money was poured into the Union this summer. The 
pub has been equipped with new refrigeration units, the bar has 
been decorated with marbled mirrpra^and a new Food and 
Beverage Manager has been adàêïlflc^the stable of hired 
professionals who run StudSoc. Much time has been spent on 
concocting lush new gastronomic delights, including paella and 
steak and kidney pie, to be featured in the Union cafeteria. In 
fact, one of the only budget areas that has increased this year is 
StudSoc's ownioperèfting and salary budget, while functionel 
groups were instructed to draw up budgets with a six to ten 
percent decrease in mind, resulting from a drop hi student 
enrollment. V ^ '-"^^ 



This concern- witnlpie.runnhig of the Union translates into 
improved entertainment for McGill students. However, if this 
year's Council continues to spend such an inordhiate amount of 
time mulling over its business operations, it will again fail to 
provide students with what they really need. 

Early last year, then StudSoc Prez Terry Reed rejected 
alignhig McGill with ANEQ, the provincial student union, on the 
basis that it would cost too much. The next'semester Council 
was considering forking over $1500 to have a questionnaire 
designed which would probe into the mystories of which func- 
tional groups students liked best. Then Rood himsolf supported 
sinking $1000 kito investigating the possibility of buying a 
buildhig and getting StudSoc into the property business. Of 
course. CouncU's interest hi providing students with low obst 
housing was laudable, as low cost houshig is scarce in the city. 

But 'coundl'a belated attempt to shigle-handedly defeat dif- 
ferential fees demonstrates councillors would better serve the 
students who elected them by entering a larger student political 
arena. Council must foster serious debate about johiing either 
ANEQ or the National Union of Students (NUS) and thereby add 
their weight to the growing student dissatisfaction centred 
around rising tuition fees and student and general unem-. 
ployinBnt.^^i . : " 

-Wnile^It did have a lor of . preparatory work to do on its 
"house" last year. Council never mode a serious effort to get out 
of McGill's bockyard. Getting students "Involved" should not be 
. restricted to luring thorn Into 3480 McTavish to play plnball. If 
this year's councillors are serious about their roles as student 
leaders, they won't be content to sit in their union offices and 
push paper around. , ;

Letter from Prison 

To the Daily: 

My name is Nathaniel Robinson 
and I am an inmate at Oxford 
Federal Çorrectional Institution, 
Oxford, Wis. I was sentenced to 
three years in September '77. 
Since my incarceration. I have 
been subjected to constant 
harassment due to my writings 
and correspondence in the free 
world. I have been told that I can 
write to 15 people and any other 
letters, documents. ^ articles or 
poems that I write must not leave 
this institution. This mail is to be 
handed in to a counselor, and 
often I am called in from my job to 
be interrogated about the people 
I write. For instance, if I write to 
a white person, they want to 
know why. If I should write to a 
gay person. I have to explain. My 
attorney's mail has been opened 
and destroyed. I will have to 
sneak this letter out in order for 
you to receive it. 
-^I have lost three jobs in prison, 
due to having to go around the 
histitution cheshig cousellors in 
•order to got a letter out of Ox- 
ford. Please be conscious that I 
have never used the mail to 
threaten, extort, blackmail or 
threaten .the security of the in- 
stitution or commtmity. 

I am a writer and a poet.' I have 
written the Attorney General— 
but no reply. Many people in the 
free world including relatives 
have had mall returned to thorn. I 
am writing to you because I am 
planning to move to the Montreal 
area and would like to meet 
anyone who would assist me with 
this legal problem: I can't get my 
manuscripts out of prison 
anymorei^^iiiiàiàsfe 



Everyday, people are released 
from those prisons and ere back 
the next day. An us-agahist-them 
mentollty is developed here with 
very little contact with the 
outside world. As long as this is 
allowed to go on many peoplé wiU 
never break their cycle of 
returning to prison. 

To avoid this happening to me, 
-I seek contacts in the free world. 
I write to pass time instead of 
involving myself with thè webs 
they have spun to keep^^in or 
coming back— like cbntraliand 
and dope, and hatred for each 
other. 

So I write about the race 
hatred end the crueUties we are 
subjected to. There isi a good 
possibility I will be throvvnyntoj 
detention and left there, fo^l£gi 
slightest Infraction. But by not 
printing this, their chances will 
bo a lot better for getting away 
with it.

budget of the Arts Faculty to 
maintain the COLA was included 
in the agreement which was 
signed in February 1976. Tho 
Arts Faculty has therefore 
provided TAs with COLA by 
cutting into the TA salary budget. 
This means that fewer TAs can 
, bg^r^if the existj^g.TAs are to 
receive' COLA! payments in Une 
with inflation. Unless the con- 
tract is renegotiated, "within 
three or four years there will be 
no TAs" according to Claeys. 

The MTAA. spokesperson feels 
it is . imperative that the number 
of TAs hired should be tied to tho 
number of students, not a budget. 
The current TA-student ratio at 
McGill is approximately 1 to 60, 
which gives undergraduates a . 
"poorer education." 

TAs at M(^iU|make about 
$4,300 for 12'fiSûP8'a week, but 
TAs claim their work often 
requires 20 or 30 hours a week.
